Your del¬ 
egate wa s under the impression that 
this was done for the purpose of 
counteracting a feeling of depression 
looked for at the convention.

of fruit or true blooms with it so as 
If the blooms re- 


damaged, it does not transplant suc¬ 
cessfully. To avoid transplanting 
procure a sod 12 inches wide, 16 inches 
lnog and 2 or 3 inches thick. Cut 
into 4 inch squares, with the gTassy 
side down, place into a shallow box or 
flatt. Scoop a depression in each 
piece of sod % of an inch deep and 
place 3 or 4 seeds in it, cover with 
fine soil and water. Place the box in 
a hotbed or a warm place in the house 
and shade with paper until the seed¬ 
lings appear which should be in about 
6 or eight days. Remove the stf^fae 
and give plenty of ligh tand air, avoid 
draughts and do not allow the plants 
to wilt. When plants have fully de¬ 
veloped their seed leaves, thin them 
out to one to each piece of sod leav¬ 
ing the strongest plants, do not thin 
by pulling the seedlings but cut them 
off with a sharp knift or scissors so 
as not to injure the roots of the re 
maining plant. As soon as they have 
made four rough leaves give them a 
dressing of finely pulverized well rot 
ted manure and light loam equal 
parts which should be firmly pressed 
around about tthe plants. On fine 
warm days raise the sash at back and 
give, plenty of air. water thoroughly 
both foliage and roots with water 
about the same temperature as the 
hotbed which should be about 60 F. 
at night and about 85 during the day. 

As the weather gets warmer begin 
to harden the plants by removing the 
sashes in the daytime, replacing at 
night, and afterwards move from hot 
bed to a cool frame where they can 
be protected during cold nights. 

When danger of frost is past re¬ 
move to garden; with a plant and sod 
intact proceed to plant in specially 
prepared soil, preferably on the 
north sid% of afew rows of sun¬ 
flowers or com, which will afford 
a certain amount of shade. Plant 
in rows 4 feet between the plants 
and 6 feet' between the rows. Have 
boxes or sack s handy for covering 
plants in case of cold nights. Con¬ 
stant light cultivation, a good mulch 
of well rotted manure and liberal 
cratering on foliage as well as rots 
are necessary. 

The use of nitrte of soda has a very 
stimulating effect on tht plants, but 
where there is abundanec of fresh 
manure its use is unnecessary. 

To encourage good growth and an 
abundance of fruit remove the false 
blooms until th$ plants have attained 
a fair size, remove all weak shoots, 
and pinch the growing paints of the 
runners when they have reached a 
length of about 3 feet. 

To grow cucumber, squash, mar¬ 
rows, etc., without heat, select a piece 
of land very rich, light and well- 
drained, and that has been well work¬ 
ed. Dig holes 2 feet by 3 feet by 1 
foot 6 inches deep, and about 6 feet 
apart each way. Fill the holes with 
w&ll rotted manure and soil mixed in 


to fertilize them 
main open twenty four hours after it 
has been pollenated, repeat the oper¬ 
ation. Pollenate or set as 
blooms as possible at the same time to 
get fruit of a uniform size. 

Where bees are p/entiful hand pol- 
lenization is not necssary. 

When the fruit begins to swell wat¬ 
er liberally one or two pails to a hill, 
clean water, soap suds, or liquid man¬ 
ure diluted with water 6 of water to 
1 of liquid manure. 

Keep off all weak shoots and pinch 
the ends of all long runners. 

Cucumers should be crisp and cool, 
to have them in this condition they 
should be gathered daily in the cool of 
the morning, not pulled off the stem 
but cut with about an inch of the stem 
attached to the fruit. They should be 
cut before they show the least indi¬ 
cation of yellowing at the tip which 
indicates they are over ripe and will ( 
pot keep.

DELEGATE REPORTS AT 

CHAUVIN SCHOOL MEETING 


If there ii anv profiteering in the 
price char-j-'id fcr gasoline in Alberta. 
It is not within the boundaries o fthe 
province, according to an interim re¬ 
port on an investigation ito this mat¬ 
ter, presented last week to the legis¬ 
lature by Premier Greenfield. The 
difference between prices in the States 
and easter Canada and the price in Al- 
beta is chiefly due to freight and duty. 
The report 'shows that gasoline that 
costs 24% cents in Great Falls, costs 
44% cents in Alberta, 13 cents of the 
difference being freight, 2 y 2 cents ous- 
toms and 4 1 /** cents is accounted for by 
the difference between the American 
and Canadian Gallon. The report also 
mentions the fact that although the 
price of gasoline has increased the 
stocks 'of gasoline in the States and 
elsewhere# also been on the in¬ 

crease.

IN THE LEGISLATURE 


One of the most important acts of 
the session.. was introduced during 
the past vseek by Hon. Mrs. Parlby,, 
member of the government without 
portfolio. This act makes provision 
for certain procedure through the 
courts whereby the father of illegiti¬ 
mate children may be /made respon¬ 
sible for the maintenance of mothers 
of such children for a certain period, 
and for the maintenance of the child 
until the age of 16. The bill is called 
An Act for the Protection of the 
Children of Unmarried Parents, and 
makes provision for the administra¬ 
tion of the act under the superintend¬ 
ent of neglected children, who may be 
appointed guardians of illegitimate 
children under certain conditions. The 
act also provides for the summonsing 
of fathers of such children, and for 
the issuing of affiliiation orders 
against such fathers, for the care and 
maintenance of mother and child un¬ 


der certain conditions. The act re¬ 
ceived its second reading on Thurs¬ 
day following a short address by Mrs 
Parlby.

Commenting of the manner in which 
the health service of the provincial 
department of health has grown dur¬ 
ing the past year the annual report of 
the public health nursing branch lays 
stress upon the noticeably increaseed 
demand for better health conditions 

throughout the province. The report 

/ 

also refers to the organization of 
schools into health districts a policy 
adopted at the beginning of 1922. The 
success of the public health clinics held 
thoughout the year. 

Five additional rural public health 
districts were formed during the year, 
as follows. St. Paul de Metis. Provost, 
Red Deer, Westlock, Chipman, Innis- 
free, where the work is entirely among 
Ukriniians and Drumlieller district. 
The districts of Hanna, Grande Prai¬ 
rie, Foremost, Empress and Cardston 
are in their second and third year of 
operation. 

The number of schools inspected by 
the , public health nurses during the 
year of 1922 was 352, and the health in 
spections totalled 11,056 with 1825

Winnipeg.—Seven thousand cars 
of grain have been loaded between 
September 1, 1922, and Feb. 1, 1923, 
for the western coast by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway. This repre¬ 
sents 10,234,000 bushels of grain for 
export from Vancouver. The ship¬ 
ments comprised 6.175 cars of wheat, 
162 oats, i6 barley and 50 rye. Ex¬ 
ports from the western coast were 
destined as follows: The Orient, 
896.880 bushels, and the United 
Kingdom 987,905 bushels. As at 
January 31, there were 900.000 
bushels of Canadian Pacific grain 
in the elevator at Vancouver and 500 
cars in transit carrying 735,000 
bushels of wheat. The present move¬ 
ment west is averaging 25 cars a 
day.

HP HE tale of an heroic rescue at 
■* sea and of a desperate battle 
with the elements to keep a sinking 
vessel afloat until help arrived was 
told when the Canadian Pacific 
steamship “Empress of Scotland” 
arrived at New York recently with 
Captain Aaron Kearley and his crew 
of five of the tiny schooner “Clin¬ 
tonia” of Lunenburg, N.S. 

It was an epic of courage on the 
part of the sturdy Nova Scotians and 
of the coolness and heroism of Brit¬ 
ish seamanship in which Chief Of¬ 
ficer E. W. McMurray, and Captain 
Kearley of the lost schooner played 
the leading roles. 

Totally helpless in a terrific storm, 
the “Clintonia” bound for Halifax 
from Fortune Bay, Newfoundland, 
was in a sinking condition when it 
was sighed by the “Empress.” Cap¬ 
tain Tame^ Gillies, the liner’s .com¬ 
mander. was compelled to abandon 
the lifeboat in which the schooner’s 
crew wa* rescued because of the 
heavy s*»as.
